The media’s view of soccer 


in Australia 


Getting the word out in any sports 
is a very important task, 
particularly the media’s role. 


Currently there are many 
mediums for the “message” to get 
across to the public. 


With the onset of the Internet the 
more traditional forms of 
coverage have changed a great 
deal.In soccer’s case, one can now 
click on a website to listen to a 
live “netcast” of a game, get all the 
latest news on any particular club 
and even participate in “chat” 
room sessions with players and 
coaches. 


At last fans can exchange opinions 
and advice and get it off their 
chest so to speak! Radio still plays 
an important role in coverage of 
NSL games, with community radio 
bearing the torch. At present 
there are only a handful of 
commercial stations covering NSL 
games and radio coverage in 
Sydney is minimal to say the least. 


Television is probably the most 
controversial of all the mediums, 
the main reason being accessibility 
to the general public. Currently C7 
and Channel 7 have the television 
broadcast rights. Free to Air TV 
stili plays an important part in 
sports coverage and soccer is not 
being done justice by having 
highlights of its games on at 2 
midnight on a Tuesday night. It’s 
ok if you have pay TV, but if a 


game is to flourish it needs better 
treatment. 


Then comes the print medium. 
Again soccer related stories 
manage to find their way behind 
other news in the sports pages. 
The only time it does make the 
back page is when controversy 
occurs, the Carlton fiasco recently 
is a perfect example, and again its 
a sad indictment on how the 
press perceives soccer in this 
country. 


As Eastern Pride’s media liaison 
Officer it has definitely been a 
challenge to talk up a team that 
hasn’t had the best of times, but 
there are plenty of positives to 
focus on and | believe media 
coverage of soccer in this country 
should focus on the positives. 


We have a wonderful 
competition, with skilful and 
superbly fit athletes who play at 
the best time of the year, during 
summer. You can’t beat going to 
the soccer on a mild summer's 
night seeing The Pride boys slug it 
out against the opposition. Sure 
the results haven’t been the best, 
but its great to be able to watch 
the highest possible soccer 
competition here on our 
doorstep in the Latrobe Valley. 


Maybe the media should start 
seeing the basic positives of our 
game instead of the continual put 
downs that it so wrongly deserves.
